* It will be observed that the time for the receipt of tenders is limited, and this 
intimation therefore will be of use only to firms having agents in Argentina who 
can be instructed by cable. 
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authorities to make the final arrangements so that constructional 
work may be proceeded with. 

With reference to the notice on p. 131 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 20th July, 1911, relative to the construction of railways 
by the State in Uruguay, the “ Diario” of 31st July publishes a Bill 
containing particulars of the railways to be built and to form 
part of the Uruguayan State Railway system. The following are the 
lines in question :—(1) Main line from Montevideo passing by way of 
Florida, Sarandi del Yi, San Gregorio (Rio Negro), San Fructuoso, 
Colonia Lavalleja, and terminating at the Isla de Cabellos; (2) north- 
eastern extension, starting from the main line and running by way of 
Minas, San Antonio (Aiguaé) up to Alférez; (3) north-western exten- 
sion, starting from Florida and running vid Trinidad and terminating 
in Paysandi ; (4) eastern extension, starting from Sarandi del Yi, 
passing through Treinta y Tres and joining the north-eastern extension 
at Vergara; (5) western extension, to start from a convenient point 
on the north-western section and to terminate at Nueva Palmira on the 
Uruguay river; (6) a line running from the Uruguay Eastern Rail- 
way at San Carlos and terminating at Rocha; and (7) a branch from 
the main line to Salto. Of the foregoing lines the executive authori- 
ties are empowered to proceed with the construction of the following 
sections :—(1) The section comprised between Montevideo and San 
Gregorio in Rio Negro, (5) the section between La Lata and Nueva 
Palmira, (6) from San Carlos to Rocha. These lines may be con- 
structed and worked either departmentally or by private contract, but 
in the latter case no concession may be granted for more than 15 years 
at one time. Material required to be imported for constructing the 
railways will be exempt from Customs duty.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Poland.—T'he following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) on the trade of Poland and 
Grodno in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Attention was drawn in the report for the year 1910 to the fact 
that the bankruptcy laws in Poland were more stringent than in other 
parts of Russia, and that it was more difficult for a defaulter to 
re-establish his credit in the former than in the latter. There is little 
doubt that these considerations have led foreign merchants and 
producers abroad to have more faith in Polish than in Russian dealers. 
‘l'o this cause may -be ascribed the reason why a very considerable 
proportion of imports from abroad are consigned direct to Warsaw, 
Lodz and other large Polish towns and distributed from there 
to Russia proper, either through commission agents or by those 
merchants who buy for their own account and re-sell in the best 
markets open to them. 

The number of agents or so-called ‘commission houses” in 
Warsaw and Lodz is very large and competition is severe. Little or 
no capital is required to start such a business, which can be conducted 
from a man’s own house or room, and consequently but little reliance 
can be placed on the financial stability of the majority of such agents. 
It therefore behoves British manufacturers and merchants to exercise 
the greatest care in the selection of their representatives. 

The close proximity of Germany gives her merchants and pro- 
ducers the advantage of being able to visit Poland more frequently 
than their foreign competitors, and thus keep in closer touch with the 
ever-shifting conditions of Polish credit. A tendency has been noticed 
on the part of British traders to continue to deal with the son or 
representative of their former agent who has died or retired from 
business, without making sufficient enquiry into the commercial or 
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general character of such son or successor, forgetting, perliaps, that 
by the laws of Poland the father’s estate is divided into equal propor- 
tions between each of his children, and that consequently only a 
small portion of his original capital may remain in the business. 

The merchant who buys on his own account direct from the foreign 
producer or dealer, or makes his purchases from the commission 
agent, is dependent on the one hand for credit for his purchases and 
on the other on payment for his sales. If either support fails 
him he is severely handicapped ; but if both are withdrawn, then his 
condition is, to say the least, precarious if he has not sufficient capital 
of his own to tide over bad times. In Poland, where 5, 6 and 7 per 
cent. can be easily obtained on first-class mortgage security or even 
from house property, capitalists prefer to invest their funds in these 
directions rather than in the less secure but higher paying commercial 
and industrial enterprises. Again, the interest demanded by banks 
for trade loans is considerably higher than in other countries. As a 
natural consequence of these facts the greater portion of Polish trade 
is conducted on a give-and-take system of credit, and as competition 
increases easier terms are obtained from the manufacturer and 
extended to the client. 

A very large proportion, if not the greater part, of Polish commerce 
is between Germany on the one hand and Russia proper on 
the other, and is dependent on satisfactory conditions in both those 
countries. 

In the textile and leather trades Polish merchants and manufac- 
turers suffered heavy losses from fraudulent bankruptcies in Russia, 
where, by claims of fictitious creditors, transference of the business 
to a wife or friend, or by the return of goods already purchased on 
credit, payment of debts was evaded and assets secured, so that the 
creditor had to be content with any terms the defaulter chose to 
offer. 

An amendment of the Russian bankruptcy laws has been mooted 
(see ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 18th January, 1912, p. 126), but 
no tangible amelioration has yet taken place. 

During the last quarter of 1911 and the early months of 1912 a 
number of complaints were received at the Consulate from British 
houses respecting non-payment of accounts by local firms. These 
communications showed that the trade between Poland and 
the United Kingdom has increased by leaps and _ bounds 
during the last few years in almost every class of business; but it 
also shows that very ‘little care, in many instances, is taken to deal 
only with responsible agents or clients. In not one single instance 
out of the 40 or 50 complaints received was there the name of any 
good Polish firm, and in some 98 per cent. of the cases the defaulting 
houses were of no standing in the mercantile community. 

The particular attention of British exporters and others is drawn to 
the absolute necessity of carefully watching the reports of the Russian 
harvest, as this is the true controlling factor of trade in Poland. 
Should the reports be adverse immediate attention should be paid to 
restricting exports and to collecting all outstanding debts. 
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IMPORT TRADE OF THE FEDERATED MALAY STATES 


IN 1911. 


According to the Report for 1911 of the Commissioner for ‘l'rade 
and Customs in the Federated Malay States, the total value of the 
imports of merchandise for that year amounted to 63,686,239 dols. as 
compared with 50,094,876 dols. in 1910, an increase of 13,591,363 
dols. or 27:1 per cent. This large increase is ascribed to the general 
prosperity of the country, the increase of population, the extension of 
rubber cultivation, and the high price of tin. 

The following statement shows the values of the imports in

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COTTON GROWING IN ARGENTINA. 


The following intormation regarding cotton growing in the 
Argentine Republic has been furnished by H.M. Consul at Buenos 
Aires (Mr. H. G. Mackie) :-— 


Cotton growing in Argentina cannot be said to have emerged from 
its initial stage of development, but indications are not lacking 
of a possible flourishing and profitable industry in the future. 
Unfortunately Argentina does not possess the population needed 
for the development of her latent resources and is dependent upon 
immigration. The lack of labour is undoubtedly the most serious 
obstacle to the expansion of cotton growing in the Republic. The 
only available local labour is supplied by a few native Indians and 
peasants from Paraguay and the Province of Corrientes. Apart from 
this difficulty cotton would seem to offer extensive possibilities, the 
vast districts of the Argentine iying to the north of the 32nd degree 
of south latitude being ‘admirably adapted toits growth. The climate 
is particularly favourable to the cotton plant, the absence of rain at 
the critical ripening period conducing to the production of fibre of 
almost unrivalled quality. The greatest advantage of all is beyond 
doubt the total absence in Argentina of the much dreaded’ boll 
weevil, to the ravages of which is attributed the loss of a lar ge part of 
the cotton yield of 1911 in the Mississippi valley alone. While this 
scourge is spreading throughout the entire cotton belt of the United 
States, causing millions of dollars of damage, the only parasite in 
Argentina detrimental to the cotton plant is a cotton worm that is 
easily exterminated by the use of Paris green. 

The area under cultivation in the United States amounts to 
30,000,000 acres, and the same extent of territory is available for 
cotton growing in Argentina. A Spanish syndicate in Barcelona 
has sent a commission of experts to Argentina to study the industry 
more particularly from a labour standpoint, a fact that tends to show 
how seriously the problem is being grappled with, particularly when 
taken in conjunction with the large Spanish immigration into that 
country, amounting to 102,277 in 1911. 

The future success of the industry would of course lie in cultivation 
for export, and the aim of the Barcelona syndicate would be to draw 
supplies of raw cotton from Argentina instead of the United States. 
At present cotton is being grown on a scale that falls a long way 
short of even satisfying the modest demands of the home market. 

Out of about 6,200 acres at present under cultivation some 4,700 
acres fall to the share of the Chaco territory. An expert comparison of 
the rich alluvial soil of this territory with that of the Mississippi valley 
leaves no room for doubting its productiveness. ‘T’he principal centres 
of the cotton growing industry are in the Colonies of Resistencia, 
Benitez, Margarita Belen, Popular, Pastoril, Zapallar and General 
Vedia. A government experimental station has also been started 
in the Chaco territory to supply seed, which will be distributed, on 
application, by the Ministry of Agriculture; the industry is at present 
exempt from taxation. 

The principal varieties grown in the Chaco territory are the Russell, 
Peterkin, Culpeper, Texas Storm Proof, Zea Floradora, Bales and Sea 
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Island. Few industries perhaps demand so much scientific know- 
ledge as cotton growing, and the Government are endeavouring to 
encourage its development upon the most approved lines. It is 
thought that with expert cultivation carefully selected medium stapie 
varieties might give better results than the long varieties, and that 
if more care were devoted to the cotton fields the yield per acre 
might be increased. 

The yield in Chaco varies from 8 to 24 cwts. peracre. The ginning 
plants are for the most part concentrated in the Benitez Colony. The 
seed is usually sown in October, the picking starts about four months 
later and lasts until the end of May, when it becomes impracticable 
on account of the frosts. 

The following is a rough estimate of the outlay and receipts per

If worked on a larger scale or if members of a farmer’s family were 
to pick the cotton themselves instead of employing labour, which is 
now largely done, the profits would be greater. Another estimate 
made by an Argentine official shows a net profit of some £8 per acre. 

The Government have started agricultural colonies in the Chaco 
territory. These colonies may be occupied by settlers, who have a 
right to apply for a grant of land on payment of 2$ dollars per hectare 
(about 1s. 9d. per acre). This concession is offered to settlers who 
comply with the law. Applications should be made to the Land 
Office, Calle Tucuman 950, Buenos Aires, but the only way to secure 
the land appears to be by first settling thereon and then making 
application for a provisional lease. This lease is only granted pro- 
vided the land is entirely free from any previous lien thereon. 

The Government have also allotted a large tract of land some 
2.500,000 acres in extent, to be divided up into lots of 5,000 
acres and sold by auction in Buenos Aires to the highest bidder. 
The price of the land is payable in _half-yearly instalments 
according to the decree at present in force. This region will be 
traversed by a railway under construction from Barranqueras in 
the Chaco territory to Metan in Salta. As soon as the railhead reaches 
the 127th mile connection will be made with a branch line of the 
National Central Railway, thus establishing communication between 
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the northern provinces and the deep waterway of the Parana river, 
which will have a stimulating effect upon the industries of the district 
to be opened up. 

The date of the sale by auction of the lands above referred to will 
be fixed as soon as the surveys of the new railway are complete, and 
will be announced at least three months before the sale takes place. 
The surveys will probably occupy a period of from three to six months.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE HOKKAIDO. 
River and Harbour Improvement Works, &c. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. E. L. S. Gordon) has forwarded 
the following particulars respecting the scheme prepared by the 
Japanese Government for the development of the Hokkaido at a cost 
of 70,000,000 yen (£7,145,800) spread over a term of 15 years from 
1910. The expenditure is classified under six sub-divisions as 
follows :— 


(1) Encouragement of immigration, £655,849—including a fresh 
survey of the Hokkaido and revision of maps, also surveys of the 
islands of Kunashiri, Ktorofu, and Yurappu. 

(2) Development of products and industries, £287,644 —comprising 
the investigation of marine and agricultural products, including the 
herring fisheries, surveys of fishing grounds, and the encouragement 
of industries. 

(3) Construction of roads and bridges, £2,598,619. Arrangements 
are made for the construction of 4,250 miles of new roads, and for the 
building of 35 bridges ; also for the provision of posting stations and 
rest houses. 

(4) Land development, £247,082. ‘This item includes the drainage 
of swamps, &c. in places suitable for farming, and the irrigation of 
rice fields. 

(5) Improvement of rivers, £1,049,747—including the investigation 
of the chief rivers and the removal therefrom of obstacles to navi- 
gation, dredging work, the protection of villages, &c. from flood, and 
the carrying out of the Ishikari river works. This last item will cost 
about £666,950, of which £144,395 will be spent on machinery, and 
includes the construction of a canal about 8} miles long between 
Shinotsu and the mouth of the river for the purpose of carrying away 
the flood waters and so preventing the inundation of the lands below 
Ebetsu. | 

(6) Harbour improvement works, £2,306,893. The harbours at 
Rumoe, Kushiro, Hakodate, Otaru and Muroran will be improved as 
follows :-— 

Rumoe.—T wo breakwaters, 2,500 and 2,100 feet long, respectively, 
are being built to form an outer harbour of about 165 acres, 66 acres 
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of which will be dredged to give a depth of 26 feet at low water on 
spring tides. An inner harbour with an area of 55 acres and a depth 
of 13 feet at low water on spring tides is to be provided, and the river 
is to be diverted to the north at a point about 5,000 feet from the 
present mouth, a training wall 500 feet long being built to prevent the 
silting of the anchorage. These works are expected to cost about 
£400,424 and should be completed by 1922. 

Kushiro.—A breakwater 4,150 feet long will be built to shelter an 
area of 368 acres. Fifty acres in the outer harbour wil! be dredged 
to a depth of 26 feet at low water on spring tides, and 43 acres at the 
river mouth will be dredged to 12 feet. Quays, wharves and training 
walls will also be constructed. The works were commenced in 1909 
and are to be completed in 1920 at a cost of £485,868. 

Hakodate.—In addition to the improvements mentioned on p. 451 
of the *‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 22nd February, a breakwater 
3,300 feet long and two training walls each 1,600 feet long will be 
built, the work to be completed by 1917, at a cost of £170,451. A 
passenger station will be built to enable passengers and mails to pass 
direct from rail to steamer. 

Otaru.—A second breakwater, 7,800 feet long, is being built from 
the opposite side of the bay to meet the existing breakwater, but 
leaving a gap of 900 feet for the entrance to the harbour, which will 
have an area of 1,182 acres. This work will cost £440,480, and is 
to be completed by 1920. The foreshore at the southern side of the 
harbour will be reclaimed for a distance of 2,400 feet, and a boat 
harbour provided there. Extensive reclamation works are also being 
undertaken by the Railway Bureau (see ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 22nd February, p. 431). The total length of frontage is about 
6,300 feet, of which a little more than half is set aside as a timber yard, 
behind this are the railway yards, goods sidings, shops, &c., bounded 
at the back by the Katsunaigawa, which has been canalised so as to 
allow lighters to reach this part of the town. 

Muroran.—The plans for the development of this port have not yet 
been definitely decided upon. The proposals include the construction 
of a breakwater and the dredging of the harbour to a depth of 20 
feet. The Railway Bureau has completed the station yard arrange- 
ments and built a coaling pier 1,184 feet long and 60 feet high for 
coaling vessels direct from the trucks, and is now engaged on reclam- 
ation works. 

Harbour works are also to be undertaken at Abashiri, Wakkanai, 
and Nemuro.

SEYCHELLES, 


The following particulars concerning some of the chie products of 

pets the Seychelles are extracted from the report for 

Socio ~— 1911 of the Governor of the Colony (Colonial 
Reports—Annual, No. 721) :— 

Copra.—The quantity of copra exported in 1911 was 2,590 tons, 
valued at £51,446, a slight decrease on the exports for 1910, which 
totalled 2,657 tons, valued at £57,524. Both years were unfavourable 
to large yields ; it is hoped, however, that the output for 1912 will 
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reach 3,000 tons. By higher cultivation and the extension of plant- 
ations the exports of copra should ultimately reach 6,000 tons. The 
chief markets are Marseilles and Hamburg, and the prices realised 
throughout 1911 were satisfactory to the growers. 

Coconut O0il— Coconut oil was once a most important export, but it 
has now been replaced by copra, which is the form in which the product 
is most desired. The machinery used locally for expressing the oil is 
nearly all of a primitive character. The total declared value of the 
exports of products of the coconut palm for 1911 was £54,789, which 
is a decrease of £8,277 on the figures for 1910, but the value had risen 
steadily since 1901, when the aggregate was only £13,688. An out- 
put valued at over £66,700 is expected for 1912. 

Guano.—The output of guano was 21,910 tons in 1911, compared 

with 23,093 tons in 1910. The output for 1912 and 1913 will prob- 
ably be larger, but after that there will be a gradual diminution, and 
at the present rate of exploitation the supplies will probably last for 
another 10 years. The prices obtained were higher than in previous 
rears. 
' Vanilla.—The 1911 crop of vanilla was almost the smallest on 
record, viz., 11 metric tons, valued at £14,880. The plants were 
healthy but the flowering season was utterly spoilt by unseasonable 
rains. The 1912 crop will be as small as that of 1911, but there 
should be a large yield in 1913 provided the weather is good during 
August and September this year. Prices have been maintained at a 
high level for several years, and there is no longer much dread of the 
artificial product, vanillin, ousting the genuine article from popular 
favour. London and Paris share the market about equally. 





TURKEY: 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Adana (Mr. W. D. W. Matthews) reports that 
——en the Ottoman Government have granted a con- 


cession to a French syndicate of a farm of 45,000 
hectares (111,150 acres) in the eastern portion of 
the Cilician Plain (Chukur Ova) for 75 years. It is 
probable that the Syndicate will undertake the 
cultivation of American and Egyptian cotton on 
a large scale. (C. 7,088.) 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut (Mr. H. A. Cumberbatch, C.M.G.) 
reports that the silk cocoon crop in Lebanon and 
Silk Cocoon Crop. the vilayet of Beirout has been somewhat of a 
failure this year, yielding only 3,750,000 kilogs. 
(about 75,000 cwts.) against 5,000,000 kilogs. (about 100,000 cwts.) 
in 1911. The yield has also been unsatisfactory in other parts of Syria 
where there are mulberry plantations, the failure being attributed to 
unfavourable climatic conditions, especially unseasonable rains. 
Prices, too, were lower than last year, ranging between 1s. and 
ls. 2d. per lb. this year, as compared with Is. 3d. to Is. 5d. per lb. 
in 19]1. (C. 7,361.)

which, having Harbin as its centre, stretches west 
along the Chinese Eastern Railway up to Sartu. station, is 
bounded on the east by the Hurka River, on the north by 
the Taunbira River, and extends south as far as Kwanchengtze. 
The beans exported from this district are mostly of the yellow 
variety, viz., the soya bean. During the year ended November, 
1911, some 350,000 tons of beans were exported wid Suifenho, 
of which 60,000 tons came from the Sungari region, more especially 
from Bayansusu and Sintien. The average price for last season 
was 0/ copecks per poud franco Harbin station; the freight to 
Vladivostock amounts to 21 copecks per poud. ‘Thus, reckoning 
7 copecks per poud for miscellaneous expenses, such as bags, coolie 
hire, &c., the price comes up to 89 copecks per poud f.o.b. 
Vladivostock. 

The report adds that last season may be considered a good average 
one, and as new land is constantly being taken up for bean-planting 
purposes, an equally good annual outturn is likely to be maintained 
in the future, even in the event of an indifferent harvest.

COREA: 

Ths “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 24th August states, on the 
Sugar Beet authority of the Belgian Consul at Seoul, that 
Cultivation efforts have been made for some years to establish 
the sugar industry in Corea, and the most satis- 

factory results have been obtained from experiments in beet growing 
carried out in the northern provinces. The prospects are in fact so 
encouraging that a group of influential Japanese and Corean capitalists 
have arranged to form a company with a capital of £500,000 for the 
purpose of carrying on beet growing on a commercial scale. It is 
proposed to conduct operations in the extensive plains situated in the 
Hoang-Shu district, which is traversed by the Fusan-Antung railway.

The Political Agent at Chagai (Major F. C. Webb-Ware, I.A., C.1.E.) 
states that the increase of trade in 1911-12 is the largest which has 
ever been made in any single year since the establishment of the 
Nushki-Seistan trade route.

RUSSIA (POLAND). 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) on the trade of Poland and Grodno in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :-— 

The leather trade had a very bad year indeed in 1911 and many of 

the wholesale dealers lost large sums. ‘This trade, 

Leather Trade. like the textile industry, is greatly dependent on 

the buying power of the peasant, and the effects 

of a harvest are immediately reflected in the prosperity or depression 
of this industry. 

The manufacture of boots and shoes has for a great many years 
been one of the chief employments of the Jewish section of the 
population of Poland, and especially of Warsaw. Polish footwear 
has always enjoyed a steady demand throughout the Russian Empire, 
and the yearly export to Russia proper is estimated at over £3,000,000. 
A very large proportion of the Polish boots and shoes was at one time 
made by hand in the small dwellings in town and country and sold 
to dealers. ‘The introduction of boot-making machinery has to a 
large extent ruined this industry, and it is now almost impossible 
to make a living. The makers still, however, from their conservative 
habits, persevere in their old trade, hoping for better times and larger 
profits. For this purpose they still buy leathers on credit from the 
wholesale dealers, and, if expectations are not fulfilled, are compelled 
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to go into bankruptcy. ‘Thus the wholesale dealer (and possibly the 
foreign firm) is left with a loss from which little, if anything, can 
be recovered. This is what to a great extent happened in 1911, and 
what will go on happening so long as credit is extended to this class 


of person. 





GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. Maclean) reports, under date 24th 
, a August, that since 1st May the number of barrels 
— i e at of herrings imported into Dantzig was 55,513. 

— Considerably more than half this quantity had 
been disposed of, so that stocks in hand are small. 

Owing to smaller catches the number of herrings which have been 
salted in Scotland, Holland, and Germany, this season is some 200,000: 
barrels less than in 1910. Prices are consequently high and are 
expected to continue to rise. (C. 7,396.) 


The British Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) reports that, 
according to the ‘‘ Leipziger Neueste Nachrichten” 
of 26th August, the ‘‘ Association of Pianoforte 
Manufacturers ” has decided to raise the price of 
pianos by from ten to fifteen shillings each from 1st September. The 
reasons assigned for this step are the increased cost of raw materials. 
and the increase in wages. ‘The wooden materials used are said to 
have risen in price by some 10 to 15 per cent., whilst the increased 
cost of metal materials is estimated at about 25 per cent. (Cc. 7,442.)

GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 


H.M. Consul at Liideritzbucht (Mr. E. H. W. Miiller) reports that for 
Bankin many years it has been felt that an institution was 
Develo oa ts required in German South-West Africa that would 
P ‘ _ earry out banking operations on a wider and more 

liberal basis than those at present established in the country. As a 
consequence of three years of negotiation a company, styled the 
Siidwestafrikanische Bodenkredit Gesellschaft, has been formed with. 
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a capital of 1,000,000 marks (about £49,000), which, in addition to 
discounting bills, will advance money on mortgage, grant loans to 
public bodies, represent insurance companies, &c. 

The German Imperial Government are also considering the forma- 
tion of a land mortgage bank for the purpcse of making advances to 
farmers to provide them with money for improvements. The Imperial 
Treasury will supply part of the capital for this bank, which, together 
with the co-operative societies the Government wish to promote, is 
expected to have considerable effect in accelerating the settlement of 
the country. (C. 7,251 )

H.M. Consul at Naples (Mr. 8. J. A. Churchill, M.V.O.) reports that the 
Sale of G ‘‘Direzione Generale del Genio Militare,”’ Palazzo 
ate oF STanary Salerno, Naples, has issued a notice to the effect 
or Warehouse. that the enormous structure known as the Granili 
Barracks, erected by the Bourbon Government as a granary, is to be 
put up to public auction at 10 a.m. on 10th October at the above 
address. The reserve price is 4,000,000 lire (£160,000) and each 
tenderer must pay a deposit of £16,000. These buildings, being 
readily convertible into warehouses, are important assets in the 
commercial development of the port of Naples. (18,149.)

CHINA. 


H.M. Consul at Changsha (Mr. B. Giles) reports that the trade of 
that district during the second quarter of this 


Dev = year shows an expansion which is remarkable 
t it ow when the unsettled conditions are taken into 
— consideration. Both imports and exports show 


marked increases in most items, and the Customs revenue for the 
quarter is the highest on record, viz,, 136,245 Haikwan taels, as 
compared with 131,131 Hk. taels for the corresponding quarter of 
1911, and 53,822 Hk. taels in 1910. The increased imports of 
certain goods (e.g, aniline dyes) are directly due to the enterprise of 
German commercial travellers in the interior, 

The increased exports are partly accounted for by the establishment 
at Changsha of agencies of a number of foreign firms, chiefly German, 
in order to buy native produce at its place of origin, The great increase 
in the export of various kinds of beans, wood oil and wheat is espe- 
cially noteworthy, 

Several German firms have also established agencies at Changté for 
the purchase of native goods, and foreign buying agents seem to take 
up their residence there for several months of the year. 

In view of the great expansion of the trade of Changsha, several 
foreign banks are considering the advisability of opening branches 
there. (C. 7,422.)

ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that. beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period,

This report shows that in England and Waies in 1911 there were 
-8,742 receiving and administration orders issued, the total amount of 
liabilities being estimated at £6,841,470, and the assets at £2,180,869. 
The number of deeds of arrangement was 2,950, liabilities being 
estimated at £4,006,126, and assets at £2,083,588. There was a 
decrease in the number of failures under bankruptcies and under 
‘deeds of arrangement, compared with the figures for the preceding 
year, of 138 and 414 respectively. The decrease in the number of 
bankruptcies was accompanied by a decrease in the estimated amount 
of liabilities and loss to creditors; as regards deeds of arrangement, 
‘however, the decrease in number was accompanied by increased 
liabilities and estimated loss to creditors. Taking both classes 
together, with a decrease of 552 in the total number of failures, the 
estimated loss to creditors was £673,940 less than in 1910. , 

The report contains statistics of bankruptcies and deeds of arrange- 
ment, a report by the Inspector-General in Bankruptcy on the general 
‘working of the Bankruptcy Acts, 1883 and 1890, and a report by the 
Solicitor to the Board of Trade upon legal proceedings conducted by 
him during the year.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

NotTe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

939. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in welding, in the 
track, the joints of tramway rails in the construction of new tramway 
lines, and in the reconstruction and alteration (but not the repair and 
relaying) of existing ones. 

941. Workmen engaged as patent floor layers, in laying coverings 
of a permanent character over steel, iron, wood, concrete, &c., 
foundations. 

943. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture or 
in the repair of vacuum cleaning machines (hand or power), including 
the woodwork, but excluding the manufacture of hose pipes. 

944. Workmen engaged in making and polishing parts of type- 
writers, and assembling typewriters. 

945. Workmen engaged in uncasing and assembling the parts of 
imported agricultural implements which are worked or drawn by 
horse or mechanical power. 

946. A signal fitter employed wholly or mainly in repairing and 
putting in order signals. 

947. Fitters employed by a firm of constructional engineers, and 
engaged in making, fitting and repairing tools for use in connection 
with the manufacture of fencing and washers. 

948. Workmen employed in the roofing department of a firm of 
constructional engineers, and described as wood template makers, 
punchers, shearers, benders and straighteners, chippers and filers, 
smiths, strikers, drillers, planers, sawyers, platers, carpenters, painters, 
loaders, labourers, crane drivers, electric wirers, erectors, fitters, 
riveters, rivet-heaters and holders-up. 

950. Workmen described as employed in mechanical engineering, 
and engaged wholly or mainly in fitting finished millstones to the 
hursting or grinding mill. 

952. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of fixing 
on the site, or the preparation, including dressing, enamelling or 
polishing of slate or marble to finished dimensions (other than 
roofing slates, paving flags, or slate for electrical appliances, tanks 
and vats) for use in connection with any trade set out in the sixth 
schedule of the National Insurance Act, 1911. 

953. Workmen employed by a firm of tin mine owners, and 
engaged wholly or mainly— 

(1) as masons and labourers repairing buildings ; 

(2) as fitters and their assistants repairing machinery, &Xc. ; 

(3) as electricians and their labourers in the upkeep and 
repair of electrical machinery and conductors. (Application 124.) 

955. Workmen engaged in building up at the works loco gas 
machines, and fixing them in buildings, also fixing any necessary 
gas piping and fittings, and overhauling and repairing existing 
installations. 
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956. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in fixing boiling water 
apparatus and coffee-making machines in restaurants and buildings 
generally, and in keeping in repair the gas and water fittings after 
they are fixed. 

959. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture or 
repair of lighthouse, light vessel and fog signal apparatus, including 
buoys and beacons. 

960. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the construction, 
reconstruction, alteration or repair of lighthouses and light vessels. 

968. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making and 
repairing press tools for use of door bolt and padlock manufacturers. 

970. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in fitting flanges and 
clips to motor omnibus wheels to stop rubber tyres from coming off. 

972. Workmen employed by a firm of gun makers, and engaged 
in the manufacture of guns and rifles for sporting purposes, including 
the stocking and finishing of the same. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
938. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in— 
(1) forging golf iron heads, and polishing them ; 
(2) fitting up iron ratchets and tubes to tennis posts, and 
making and riveting small tinwork, parts of tennis markers, &c. 
940. Workmen described as employed on lathe and vicé, and 
engaged in the manufacture of arc lamps for cinematographs. 
942, Workmen engaged wholly or mainly— 
(1) in affixing posters and advertisements on hoardings and 
walls ; 
(2) as poster-writers, hand-painting advertisements on bills. 
949. Workmen employed by a firm of chain cable and anchor 
makers, and engaged wholly or mainly as— 
(1) chain cable makers ; 
(2) forgemen and helpers making anchors, square link chain 
and forgings for smiths ; 
(3) anchor smiths. 
951. A workman described as an instrument maker, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in making— : 
(1) instruments for testing gas; 
(2) recording instruments for general use in engineering 
works. (Application 210.) 
954. Workmen employed by a firm of tin mine owners, and 
engaged wholly or mainly — 
(1) in sharpening and repairing hand tools, and not em- 
ployed wholly or mainly in sharpening and repairing rock drills ; 
(2) as carpenters and their labourers on work about the 
mines, but not wholly or mainly engaged on buildings. 
957. Workmen described as metal workers, and engaged wholly 
or mainly— | 
(1) as brass finishers grinding in gas cocks for incandescent 
lamps, parts for hand fire extinguishers, &c., &c. ; 
(2) as brass finishers, making patterns for gas and water 
fittings for use on the above; 
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(3) in putting together gas fittings into casings for lamps ; 

(4) in making gas fittings and parts of hand fire extin- 
guishers ; 

(5) in fitting together automatic boiling water apparatus 
for restaurants, and testing same; 

(6) in annealing copper, brass and German silver spinnings. 

958. Workmen employed by a vulcanized fibre and gutta percha 
dealer, and engaged wholly or mainly in the production of fibre 
goods. 

961, Workmen employed by Water Companies, and engaged in— 

(1) Examining and testing, by means of hydraulic pressure, 
taps, stop taps, cisterns, &Xc. ; 

(2) Examining stop tap boxes, and stamping same with 
official mark. 

962. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of making 
and covering cork fenders, life buoys and life belts. 

963. Workmen employed by.a firm of cotton doublers, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in putting on belting for driving shafting, and in 
general supervision of same, but not engaged in attending to the 
shafting or the machinery. 

964. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in repairing acetylene 
motor head lamps, deck searchlights, &., and making parts 
incidental thereto. 

965. Workmen engaged— 

(1) As wood turners and polishers in turning and 
French polishing wood knobs and finger plates for doors, knobs 
for drawers, cupboards, &c., bell handles, cistern pulls, wood 
parts for electrical fittings, cornice poles and similar articles ; 

(2) As wood machinists on drilling and turning machines, 
making electrical work such as adaptors, wall plug covers, pillars 
for lamps, bobbins for electrical wire and conduit bushes ; 

(3) Putting together and fitting with terminals electric 
fittings such as wall plugs and adaptors ; 

(4) Breaking down timber and cutting blanks for (2) above. 

966. Workmen engaged in minding machines for the purpose of 
making nails, 

969. Workmen, including sawyers, engaged wholly or mainly in 
making railway keys and treenails, 

971. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the navigation of 
horse cart ferries, and not engaged wholly or mainly in repair of the 
same, 

973. Glass blowers employed by a firm of scientific apparatus 
makers, and engaged wholly or mainly in making burettes, pipettes 
and glass retorts. 

Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 


admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance. with paragraph (2) of 


the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 


Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down ina 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
